States. And it Seems a source of unuch regret 
to some that there are no contributions for the 
Missfonary Bureau, although the reporting 
missionary received as much, and indeed more, 
from the people in remuneration for a month's 
service than other equally capable and devoted 
workers, It was my good fortune to attend, one 
year ago,the “ Unitarian Channing ference,” 
men holding its sessions in Taunton, Mass,

The whole history of the Bible will show that 
those great names, preeminent as being inspired, 
were acting most perfectly in the line of their 
own original endowments when they were most 
inspired. In other words, a man is never so 
much himself as when he is acting under the 
influence of the divine Spirit: as P 
vine Spirt; is shed- forth, and exerts itself upon 
the human mind, to bring the man up tothe
